command have been constantly at war.

The General 
uives dispatches from the Territorial 
Governors, setting forth tho hostile a.-t- 
of these Indians. The Governor of Kan- 
sas was especially restive under the 
butcheries perpetrated in that State and 
tendered volunteer cavalry to Gen. 
Sheridan. The General was'doing all he 
possibly could to atTord protection, but 
with a limited number of troops could 
not follow the Indians to. their retreats. 

Gen. Sheridan asked Gen. Grant for 
more cavalry, and it was promptly fur- 
nished; and' on the 6th of October last, 
the Secretary of War authorized the ac- 
ceptance of one mounted regiment of 
Kansas volunteers for six months. Gen. 
Sheridan expects to get these in the field 
in November, and also expects, during 
the coming winter, to so punish these 
hostile Indians that they will not 
again resort to war. 

Gen. Sherman believes that he will 
meet with all the success he expects. It 
is idle for us to longer o<t-upy the 
plains in common with those Indians, 
for the country is not long settled with 
farms like those of Kansas or Missouri, 
and is solely adapted lor grazing pur- 
poses. The people there are necessa- 
rily scattered, and having inoro or less 
cattle or horses will tempt the Indian 
when hungry. He may lie starving for 
want of his accustomed 'game, and he will 
steal rather than starve, and to steal he 
won't hesitate to kill; and the joint oc 
enpanev of that country by these two 
classes of people is simply an impossibil- 
ity, and tho Indians must yield. Tin 
PHMM I ouitni. sinner hasassigned them n 
reservation. I know that they will at 
last fall back upon our hands, a mere 
mass of helpless paupers. I am fully 
aware that many of our good people 
far removed from contact with those In- 
dians, and dwelling with a painful in- 
terest oti past events, such as are 
described in Minnesota in Island at the 
Chivington massacre in 1^64. believe 
that the w hites are always in the wroim, 
and the Indians have been forced to re- 
sort to war in actual self-defense by acts 
of want or by reason of sellishness. I 
am more than convinced that such is not 
the case in the present instance, and I 
BOM I have made il certain. 1 further 
believe that the only hope of saving any 
part of these Indians from litter annihi- 
lation is by a fair and prompt execution 
of tho scheme executed by the Peace 
Commissioner, which can be done at 
OBflfl bv Congress, with the concur- 
rence "of the Indians themselves. 
Even then it will require much 
time and expense and in the meantime 
they are promised food whilst they are 
learning to cultivate the earth and to 
rear and tame stock. To labor with 
their own hands, or even remain in one 
placo inedidate with all the hereditary 
pride of the Indian, aud who must be 
used to accomplish this result. It was 
for this reason that the Peace Commis- 
sioners at the < 'hieago session in October, 
after the evils before described had at> 
curred anil wero known to them, was 
forced to the conclusion that the man- 
agement of Indian affairs should be 
transferred back to the War Depart- 
ment, where it belonged prior to IMO. 
That department of our Government is 
the only one that can use the force 
without circumlocution now necessary, 
and no other department of the govern- 
ment cannot act with promptness and 
vigor, although to give any hope that 
the plans and purposes of the 1 
Commissioner will be carried out even 
there is doubt. Although the India 
patience and hard labor on tho part 
tho officers who execute the plan which 
1 do not assume myself or impose on 
any other army officer, but it is certaii 
that the only hope to find any end o 
this eternal Indian war is in transfering 
the entire business to the War Depart- 
ment, and for Congress to enact the laws 
and provide the necessary money at least 
a year before required to be expended. 
General Sheridan then details the ex- 
penditure of the money appropriated by 
Congress, and concludes aa fol- 
lows: 1 propose to continue as 
now to have Generals Terry and 
Augur protect the Missouri river tratlie 
and the Union Pacilic roatl with zealous 
care, and so gather in all the wandering 
bands of tho Sioux to the reservation 
north of Nebraska. Gen. W. S. Harney 
is prepared to feed and protect them to 
the extent of means subject to my con- 
trol, and to destroy or punish the hostile 
Indians around his depot till thev of 
their own accord will go to Fort fribb 
and remain thero on the reservation 
assigned them, under the care of Gen. 
W. B. Hagan, who is also prepared to a 
limited extent to provide for their neces- 
sities. Peace within their reservation, 
and war without, must soon bring this 
matter to a conclusion.
